THIEF TRAPS 

Deftly, the burglar jimmied open the 
lock of the store’s back door. Smiling 
-wryly, he inched open the door, then 
strode in confidently to begin his job of 
ransacking the safe, which glistened in 
the moonlight. 

Abruptly, a voice cried out: “Stand 
where you are! Hands up!” And the thief 
found himself pinned by a crisscross of 
flashlight beams. Three policemen gravi¬ 
tated towards him, handcuffed him and 
sped him downtown to the precinct. 

Thanks to the tireless efforts of the 
American District Telegraph Co. (com¬ 
monly known by its initials of ADT), 
another culprit has been caught in the act. 
For the burglar had unwittingly tipped 
his hand; as he worked on the lock, he 
had set off a hidden alarm, which was 
recorded at ADT*a local headquarters A 
dutiful operator then had swiftly alerted 
police to the threatened robbery. 

What is the ADT? It is a private po¬ 
lice organization which works with the 
FBI, local police and other enforcement 
agencies in almost 700 cities, safeguard¬ 
ing warehouses, banks, stores, factories, 
depots, docks, U. 5. Treasury mints, gold 
bullion deposits at West Point and Fort 
Knox. One of its most vital assignments 
is protecting the secrets hoarded in nu¬ 
clear-fission experimental buildings and 
the Atomic Energy Commission Building 
in the capital 


While ADT lists a variety of ingenious 
devices to trap the wary trespasser, it is 
constantly developing new gimmicks. The 
latest is a unique apparatus called the 
“Telapproach.” Even as a safecracker ap¬ 
proaches his target, the alarm is sounded 
at ADT offices because his presence in¬ 
terrupts a field of radio waves, which 
envelop the area. Another method that 
is now undergoing development concerns 
ultrasonic waves, whose invisible criss¬ 
cross would sound an alarm when broken 
by a stranger 

“Magic eyes,” electric-wired window- 
panes, fake wires, and scores of other 
boobytraps are in ADT’s grab-bag, whose 
canny contents have fooled crooks into 
calling the police down on themselves. 

DOG=PRlNTS 

To facilitate identification of dogs that 
are lost or stolen, the Canadian govern¬ 
ment has initiated a system of nose¬ 
printing. Prior to this, dogs were iden¬ 
tified solely through their color markings 
and other characteristics. 

The nose-print identification is based 
on the complex number of ..pores in the 
animal’s nose, and the shape of the nose 
print. Mrs. Alva McColl, president of 
the Canadian Kennel Club, devised the 
method, which she urged the police to 
accept. 

Canada is the only country in the 
















that has adopted the system of identifica¬ 
tion officially.

Next day, Frank Grandstaff, flushed 
with happiness, returned to his solitary 
cell at Tennessee State Penitentiary, to 
resume his life sentence. He had some¬ 
thing to remember—and something to 
look forward to. Perhaps another musical 
masterpiece.
